PREFACE 


The records of our lineage date back some three hundred years to Johann 
Michael Haas of Roth (Rot), Oberamt Mergentheim, Wuerttemberg, Germany. 
The projected book, The House of Haas, is to be the history of his descendents 
but will require many more years of research before it is completed; so it has 
seemed best to the author to release this story in installments, of which this is 
the first.

On July 19, 1778, Johann Georg Haas was born in Roth, a town near Bad 
Mergentheim, Wuerttemberg. He was the eldest son of Johann Michael Haas 
and Maria Eva Beez. As was the custom in those days Johann Georg followed 
in the footsteps of his father and became a weaver. 


On the twenty first of April, 1807, he was married to Magdalena Singer,” 
who was born in Doertel on August 1, 1786. Both were members of the Roman 
Catholic religion. 


Johann Georg died in the town of his nativity on July 24, 1834. He was 
the father of eight children, all of whom were born in Roth. 


All of his lineal descendents are Americans, for only two of his children 
carried on the family name. These two, Josef and Johannes, emigrated to the 
United States a few years after their father’s death.

(JOSEPH) 


Josef Haas was born in Roth on February 23, 1821. He was the son of 
Johann Georg Haas and Magdalena Singer. In 1847 or 1848 he emigrated to 
America with his brother, Johannes. He first settled in Buffalo, New York, and 
then moved to Erie, Pennsylvania. 


Joseph was married to Elisabetha Durner, who was also a native of the 
Kingdom of Wuerttemberg. 


By character Joseph was clean, modest, and extremely economical; by pro- 
fession, he was a gardenér-farmer. He had a farm on Gospel Hill, near Erie, 
for years. He was also the manager of the Trinity Cemetery, which position 
he relinquished to his son, Joseph, in 1887, 


Joseph died in Erie on December 23, 1894.

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JOHANNES 
(JOHN) 


Johannes Haas, son of Johann Georg Haas and Magdalena Singer, was born 
in Roth on August 23, 1824. In 1847 or 1848 he came over to the United States 
with his brother, Josef. 


He first settled in Buffalo where, in 1848, he was married to Maria Uhl- 
mann, a native of Bartenstein, Wuerttemberg. They moved from Buffalo to Erie 
in 1852. 


By trade John was a shoemaker and engaged in that business for a number 


of years. 


At the outbreak of the Civil War he was quick to respond to the call of 
his adopted country, for he enlisted in the 98th Pennsylvania Volunteers and 
fought with bravery on many battlefields. 


He was an active member of St. Mary’s Church and was for over forty 


years one of its trustees. 
At the age of eighty John died in Erie in 1905.

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JOHN GEORGE 


John George Haas was born in Erie on April 23, 1854, and was the first 
child of Joseph Haas and Elisabetha Durner. He enlisted in the United States 
Army and on October 20, 1875, he married Mary Virginia Hahn (adoption 
name was Rahter), at Old Point Comfort, Virginia. After awhile he came back 
to Erie with his wife and farmed with his father. 


In October, 1886, John took his family out to Pueblo, Colorado, where he 
became a sampler and mineralogist; in 1900 he became employed with the 
CP @I Steel Mills, which position he retained for the remainder of his working 
days. 


On December 30, 1930, his good wife died, and John was left to himself, 
as three of his children were dead, and three had married and moved away. 
Due to this loneliness John married again, but his second marriage lasted not 
quite one month. He then went to California to spend some time with his daugh- 
ter and died there on March 19, 1935, His body was sent back to Pueblo and 
placed beside the body of the mother of his six children. 


By nature John was very quiet. He enjoyed the respect and courtesy of his 
fellow workers and contributed his share in the building of the West.

Joseph Haas, son of Joseph and Elisabetha (Durner) Haas, was born in Erie 
on February 29, 1856. 


He married Theresa Lavery and rented a farm near his father’s. Here, three 
children were born to him. After the death of Theresa, Joseph married Elizabeth 
Weschler, on June 16, 1887. In that same year he took over the management 
of the Trinity Cemetery from his father. He and his wife directed the manage- 
ment of this cemetery for sixteen years. 


In 1900 he purchased a farm adjoining the cemetery on the South. He 
built a large house and successfully engaged in farming until he received an 
offer to sell the land to J. W. Wilbur, a Boston realtor. This transaction took 
place in the Summer of 1913. The farm was divided into building lots, and one 
of the new streets—Haas Avenue—was named after its former owner. 


Joseph then purchased some land in the city and built a house at 505 Poplar 
Street, where he resided until he died on August 12, 1922.

William was born in Erie on March 28, 1858. He married Anna Barbara 
Heintz and around 1883 moved to Conneaut, Ohio, where he worked as a brake- 
man for the Nickle Plate Railway. During his employment with this company 
he fell from a box car and broke his ankle and moved to Cleveland to receive 
hospitalization. 


After an extended illness he entered the contracting business for himself 
and did carpentry work for quite some time. However, he failed in business 
and, on October 26, 1901, left his family and went to Pueblo, Colorado, where 
he entered the same kind of business. He drifted down into La Junta and then 


around 1903 took over 320 acres of government land with another wife near 


Wagon Mound, New Mexico, where he lived in a little old shack, raised beans 
and potatoes, and also did jobbing in surrounding territory. He had no children 
by his second wife. 


He was last heard from in March, 1916, at the last mentioned place which 
was located about ten miles from Colmor, 61/4 miles from Nolan, and 714 miles 
from Levy, all in New Mexico.

ANTON HENRY 


Anton H. Haas was born on May 30, 1866, in the sacristy of old St. Mary’s 
Church in Erie, Pennsylvania. When the new church was being built the old 
sacristy was given to the Haas’s, and it was there that Anton first saw the light 
of day. 


From this place the family of Joseph Haas moved to Green Garden Road, 
along the site of the old Erie Canal, and then to a ten acre tract of land on 
Gospel Hill. After that they became caretakers of the Trinity Cemetery, which 
position they retained for eight years. 


Retracing their steps and annexing thirty-five acres of land they settled 
once more at Gospel Hill, from which place Anton was married on June 15, 
1892, to Katharine B. Loesch. He then engaged in retailing oil for the East Erie 
Oil Company and had the first tank compartment wagon in Erie. 


After several years he became proprietor of a seafood establishment at Ninth 
and Parade Streets and operated it for about a year. He then worked in the 
capacity of a bartender for awhile, eventually becoming sole proprietor of the 
establishment in which he was working. With the advent of the famous Billy 
Sunday and his devastating speeches against the sale of alcoholic beverages, 
Anton sold out his interests in this business. 


In the year 1914 he was employed at St. Vincent’s Hospital as an ambulance 
driver, and for the last few years of his working life he had been employed at 
the Erie Maennerchoir Club, of which he has been a member for well over 
thirty years. He retired from active work in 1940. 


Anton has been interested in various clubs and organizations throughout 
the city of Erie. Some of these are the Erie Turner Verein, of which he was 
treasurer; Knights of St. John, of which he was vice-president; trustee for the 
Benedictus Society, and of St. Mary’s Church. 


For relaxation he enjoys good music and mastered the art of accordion 
playing without the aid of any instruction.

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GEORGE 
(P. Louis Haas, O.S.B.) 


At 10:45 on the morning of June 1, 1936, one of the most noble members 
of our family was laid to rest in the St. Vincent Archabbey Cemetery at Latrobe, 
Pennsylvania. He died in the Mercy Hospital, Pittsburgh, on May 28, at four 
o'clock in the afternoon. 


The Reverend Father Louis Haas, O.S.B., aged 81, oldest member of the 
Archabbey in point of years, lived as a Benedictine and was known far and 
wide for his eminent work in educational circles. 


He had, for years, been a veritable landmark around St. Vincent. Students 
from away back in the years remembered him well in the capacity of prefect, 
teacher, and kind father. His death seemed to close, as it were, a whole chapter 
in the history of St. Vincent College, and his life is a sort of epitome of the 
work done by the Benedictines in this country. With the most kindly reverence 
and genuine charity he was often designated “the grand old man.” 


Father Louis, son of Johannes (John) Haas, was born in Erie, Pennsylvania, 
on May 6, 1855. After the usual local schooling he arrived at St. Vincent in 
August, 1867, to begin his studies for the priesthood. He was ordained by Bishop 
Tuigg of Pittsburgh on July 11, 1878, at the age of 23 years. 


His first year of labor as a priest was spent at St. Benedict’s Preparatory 
School, Newark, New Jersey, in the capacity of teacher. The following year 
found him recalled to St. Vincent to teach there. For years he taught the com- 
mercial classes. In 1889-1890 he was director of the college and seminary. From 
1890 to 1894 he was prior and pastor of St. Joseph’s Church, Covington, Ken- 
tucky, the only extended parochial work in which he ever engaged. 


From 1894 to 1897 he was director of St. Bede’s College, Peru, Illinois. In 
1897 he was again recalled to St. Vincent. He taught in the commercial course, 
became director of music, and was appointed a member of the music commission 
of the Pittsburgh diocese, a position he held until his death. 


In 1908 he again became rector at St. Bede College. The following year he 
returned to St. Vincent for the third and last time to teach classical subjects in 
the academic course, mainly Latin and Greek. 


In 1918 he became prefect of studies, a position which he held, along with 
other work, notably the spiritual direction of the seminary from 1919 to 1922, 
until he was forced to retire from active work in 1932. In that year his far- 
reaching educational activities received recognition in a degree of Doctor of Laws 
conferred upon him by the faculty of the University of Duquesne. 
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BERNARD 


The life of Father Bernard Haas was one of great activity in the cause of 
religion and education. His gentlemanliness and courage in facing difficulties 
and in solving the many and varied problems which arose in his manifold labors 
for the Church in the South won him the highest esteem of both his co-workers 
and the laity. 


Father Bernard was born in Erie, Pennsylvania, on June 12, 1866. His early 
education was received in the local schools, from which he went, as a candidate 
for monastic life, to St. Vincent College, Latrobe, Pennsylvania. 


In 1885 he volunteered to form one of the bands of pioneers who brought 
Catholic education to Belmont, North Carolina, and to the South. At Belmont 
on December 20, 1889, he was ordained to the priesthood. 


Immediately thereafterward, Father Bernard, though scarcely more than a 
boy, was made procurator of the Abbey and placed in charge of all its tempor- 
alities. Teaching, mission work in Lincolnton, Hickory, Concord, and Salisbury, 
and the executive work of molding the materials of the growing community filled 
his life until 1896, when Bishop Haid appointed him rector of St. Mary’s College, 
now Belmont Abbey College. His talent for organizing and teaching found a 
broad opportunity for displaying itself. Students from all over the South and 
many from the North were attracted to Belmont. In 1900 the college was totally 
destroyed by fire. Undaunted, Father Bernard built a new, a bigger, and a better 
college. 


In 1902 Father Bernard was sent to organize a Catholic day military school 
in Savannah, Georgia. Though a day school with military training and discipline 
was a new experiment, he saw the fitness of the scheme and courageously opened 
the Benedictine School. The beginnings were hard, but Father Bernard knew 
ho temptations to retreat. His victory—the school he had founded—was one of 
established character and an honor to the city. 


While building Benedictine School, Father Bernard was pastor of a growing 
congregation, the Sacred Heart Church. In this parish he was to be a pioneer 
parochial school organizer in Georgia. 


Ill health caused his resignation in 1922 after 20 years of successful work. 
A year spent in parish work in Southern Pines, North Carolina, brought hopes 
of health and a desire for activity. In 1923 he went to Richmond, Virginia, 
where he became prior of the Benedictine community there and rector of the, 
Benedictine High School. His accustomed optimism and courage displayed them- 
selves in the increased parish activities, the building of a priory, and the school 
morale of the cadet corps. A weakened heart caused his retirement again in 1926. 


In 1928 Father Bernard again began to work. In that year he was appointed 
treasurer of the Belmont Abbey College, the position he occupied to the time 
of his death, which occured on November 29, 1933. 
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JOHN B. 


The first occupation of John B. Haas was in the core room of the Jarecki 
Manufacturing Company in Erie in 1882, from which he soon transferred to 
the machine shop. Then for two years he attended Clarke’s College, where he 
took a commercial course, after which he accepted a position as a store clerk 
for the New York Tea Company, with whom he stayed for seven years. 


On January 10, 1892, he was married to Emma Koch. He then worked for 
the Busch Provision Company as a meat salesman, and in 1894 went with Swift 
and Company. The following year he was transferred to Chicago where he 
stayed for five months, and was then re-transferred to Toledo. He went back 
to Chicago and worked for the Lipton Packing House until they discontinued 
business there in 1904. In that year his wife died, and he came back to Erie 
where he worked for Armour and Company for about a year, then went with 
the Washington Tea Company, and at the beginning of 1906 he was the Penn- 
sylvania State representative of the J. F. Zahm Tobacco Company. 


On July 26, 1906, he was married to Anna Ebner, the ceremony being 
performed by his brother, Father Louis Haas. When the Zahm Company went 
out of business in 1907, John worked for the next twelve years with the whole- 
sale tobacco company of Joseph A. Stern & Bro. When they sold out to Samuel 
D. Ostrow, he continued for three years more but then went with the Snyder 
Candy Company as a salesman. In 1921 he took over the Ebner Cooperage 
Company, and discontinued business in 1924. He then secured a position as a 
flour salesman with the MacKenzie Milling Company, at which he worked for 
ten years, during the meantime building up an insurance business to which he 
ultimately devoted the last days of his busy career. 


John died in Erie on November 3, 1944.

Peter Haas, son of Joseph Haas and Theresa Lavery, was born in Erie on 
October 4, 1878. 


On May 25, 1909, Peter was married to Clara K. Erb, and two years later 
was appointed to the position of patrolman on the Erie police force. 


He was a capable officer and was always considered one of the most reliable 
men on the force. He was quiet, unassuming, and was ever prepared to do his 
honest duty. 


Peter died in St. Vincent’s Hospital on February ‘27, 1916, following an 
illness of three days. About a year and a half prior to his death, Peter, while 
making an arrest, was kicked by his prisoner during the struggle. The injury 
caused him to be off duty for two weeks, and while nothing was thought of it 
after he returned to duty, many believed it was the cause of his final illness. 


Since he was the first member of the Policemen’s Pension Association to 
die since the organization had been founded, the “Haas Memorial Fund” was 
so named in his honor.
